REPORT ON WATER WORKS. 


———_-_—-e ~-0-— ¢ -——____ 


At the last annual meeting a committee was appointed 
to employ an engineer to make plans and estimates for 
gravity water works. The engineer reports as follows: 


Boston, OCTOBER 16, 1893. | 


To the Committee on Water Supply for the Town of 

Wilton, LV. H. 

GENTLEMEN : 

At the request of your committee I have examined 
the town of Wilton, N. H., with a view to the possibility 
of a water supply and also the probable expense of a 
suitable supply for domestic and fire purposes. In the 
selection of a source of supply it is important that the 
water should be as pure as possible, sufficient in quan- 
tity, and that it should be as far as possible secure from 
future pollution, and if possible high enough above the 
level of the town to deliver the water by gravity to the 
consumers under suflhicient pressure for all purposes. 
The supply could be taken from the river and pumped 
to a reservoir on any of the hills of sufficient elevation 
which surround the town, but this is not advisable where 
it is possible to obtain it by gravity, on account of the 
expense of continual pumping. 

My attention was called to the valley between the 
hills on the land of Jerry Shea, which possesses more 


20 


of the desired qualifications than any other location that 
could be found. At that point there is a natural reser- 
voir already formed on three sides, and needs but a dam 
across the lower end to flow a basin of 2.82 acres at 
the highth of 200 feet above the town, which will have 
a water shed of 113.7 acres to furnish the supply. The 
dam required to flow this will be 700 feet long, 21 feet 
high at the deepest point, and 15 feet wide on the top, 
with slopes of I on 1% each way. It is proposed to 
construct itof earth with a masonry core wall, the materi- 
als for the construction of which can be found on the 
grounds there. ‘The up stream side to be paved with 
stone, while the top and down stream face will be sod- 
ded. . There will be provided a gate-house and screens 
to prevent fish from passing down the pipe. ‘There 
will also be a race way or overflow to vent the surplus 
water in freshet season. 

This reservoir when full will contain 7,000,000 gal- 
lons of water. The water shed is a remarkably clean 
one and very abrupt. The amount of water to be col- 
lected from a water shed is usually computed as follows: 
The average rainfall in this portion of the country 
amounts to 42 inches in depth on an average of the 
past 30 years, 50 per cent. of which can be collected 
in the ponds and streams in ordinary cases, the 
balance being lost by evaporation and absorbed by 
vegetation, etc. 

On account of the abrupt state of this shed it is prob- 
able that as much as 70 per cent. of the rainfall may 
be collected from it, but for safety we can assume that 
50 per cent. can be relied upon, which will give 
64,604,900 gallons per year, or 177,000 gallons per 
day. This will give 50 gallons per capita for 3,500 
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per day. It is however probable that there may be 
times during the freshet season when the water from 
the shed will be delivered into the reservoir in quanti- 
ties in excess of its capacity; in such case a certain 
quantity will escape over the wastewier and be lost to 
the service. Therefore, assuming that 30 per cent. 
is lost in that manner (which is a large estimate) there 
will still remain a daily supply of 124,000 gallons, which 
is 50 gallons per capita for 2,480 people, which would 
seem to be ample for your town. 

In order to preserve the purity of the water in the 
reservoir, the trees and all vegetable matter should be 
removed from that portion of the reservoir within the 
flow lines: 


PIPE LINE. 

In arranging the sizes of the pipe system it is neces- 
sary to take into consideration the largest amount of 
water to be drawn through it in any one time, as the 
loss of head or pressure by friction is a serious matter. 
The loss of head in a pipe increases in the ratio of the 
square of the velocity of flow. For instance, if the 
water in a pipe is flowing at such rate as to cause a loss 
of head equal to 4 ft. and the velocity be doubled, the 
loss will be 16 ft. In this case, if the number of people 
to be supplied is 1,000, which at 50 gallons per head 
equals 50,000 gallons, this amount will be practically 
drawn during the 12 day hours, and in that case amounts 
‘to 139 gallons per minute. 

There is also another demand which is liable at any 
moment to be made upon the pipe, which is that for the 
extinguishment of a fire, which in the prestnt case may 
demand four streams at one time. This must be met 
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and a reasonable pressure maintained or the stream will 
be worthless. Four streams demand 200 gallons per 
minute each, or 800 gallons per minute, which added 
to the domestic supply of 139 equals 939 gallons per 
minute. In this case the hight of the reservoir (as per 
the levels given by your committee) is 200 ft. above 
Main Street opposite the hotel. Ina 10 inch pipe, 2,500 
ft. long, flowing 939 gallons per minute, the loss of head 
will be 20 ft., leaving you still 180 ft. or 77 pounds, 
which is a good head. -For the above reason, a Io in. 
main pipe has been provided for from the reservoir to 
the junction of Main and Maple Streets. I append a 
plan of the pipe system, and also one of the reservoir. 

I enclose my estimate of the cost of the above men- 
tioned system of water works for the town of Wilton, 
N. H., which is based upon the price of labor and ma- 
terials at the present time, and is consequently subject 
to the fluctuations of the market. The amount of piping 
is based upon the list which was given me by your 
committee. |

The library contained March rst, 1893, 2,566 vol- 
umes, and the accessions during the past year have been 
156, of which 113 were by purchase, 13 by gift, 27 by 
periodicals bound, and 3 by exchange for History of 
the Town of Wilton, the whole number Feb. 15, 1894, 
being 2,722. 

The number of days the library was open was 97, in 
which time 5,801 volumes and 945 periodicals were de- 
livered, the average daily number being 69. 

During the year 62 new cards were issued, bringing 
the total number of patrons to 707, and 617 volumes 
covered. Gifts of books and pamphlets were presented 
by the following: American Humane Society and Mass. 
S. P. C. A. 1, Hillsboro’ Public Library 1, Littleton 
Public Library 1, Mrs. M. B. Langdell 1, State of 
N. H. 5, U. S. Gov. Publications 9, Unity Club 3; Miss 
Fannie Whitney 3. In addition to last years list of 
magazines, Harpers’ Weekly and Illustrated American 
have been subscribed for. 

The new catalogue is well under way and will be 
issued as soon as possible. The library has now 
reached a size making a catalogue a necessity and it 
is earnestly hoped by the trustees that a special appro- 
priation will be made to partially cover the expense of 
its publication, so that a part of the sum annually voted

by the town for library purposes may be available for 
the purchase of new books the coming year.

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REPORT & BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the Year Ending February 15, 1894.

In submitting our annual report to the citizens of 
Wilton we desire as far as we are able in the limited 
space allotted to us to show what has been accomplished 
in the matter of education during the past year. A 
report can give but meagre ideas and point out only a 
fraction of the work which has been done. 

We do not claim that we ourselves have accomplished 
as much as we might, neither do we say that at all times 
we have done the best that we could. We are not in- 
fallible, our judgment is liable to err and often when we 
have considered that we were doing the best, we learned 
afterwards to our regret that we might have improved 
in our course of action. But we have the satisfaction 
of knowing that we have tried to do what we considered 
the best thing todo. Weare truly grateful for the hearty 
codperation on the part of many of the parents with us 
in the prosecution of our duties, and also for the kindly 
spirit manifested by our teachers in receiving the words 
of advice which we have deemed it best to offer from 
time to time. 

At the annual meeting of the school district held in 
March, 1893, Mr. William D. Stearns was elected a 
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member of the Board of Education for three years, and 
Mr. Geo. E. Bales, treasurer for the present year. Mr. 
Bales afterwards resigned his position on account of 
lack of time to attend to the duties of the office, and 
Mr. Stearns was chosen by the board to fill the vacancy 
and also to act as secretary. This seems to us a good 
plan, that the secretary and treasurer should be the same 
person. 


TEACHERS. 


Those considered competent to teach have been 
selected. Some of our teachers have received a normal 
school training and others have not. The smallness 
of some of our schools and the limited amount of 
wages we could pay have compelled us to engage other 
than normal school trained teachers. 

We do not consider it best to give a detailed state- 
ment of each teachers work, but to speak of them col- 
lectively. . We feel well pleased with the work of all. 
In no case ‘has any teacher failed in her duties in gen- 
eral. They may not in every instance have done their 
best, none of us do. They may perhaps have lacked 
the all essential requisite for a good instructor, /acd. 
Good instruction and good government combined are 
something rare. ‘Teaching is an art and if one would 
be placed in the front rank he or she must be progressive 
and search for the best methods of teaching. 

Our teachers have been successful and have not had 
in mind merely the idea of earning money, but have 
had at heart the welfare of their pupils. We wish the 
parents would visit the schools more than they have in 
the past, so as to see more of the inner working of the 
schools, instead of being satisfied with the outside report

of the child. In this way they would become more ac- 
quainted with the teacher and would have more sym- 
pathy with her in her work. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Those in the outside districts are, we think, in good 
repair; but in the east village they are only apologies 
and very poor ones at that, for school buildings. When 
shall we have better? The present buildings are bad 
for location, the ventilation is poor and there is lack of 
room, etc. ‘The outside of the buildings adds no beauty 
to the appearance of the town, but rather, detracts from 
it. If we prize the health and the comfort of our child- 
ren at all, if we would keep abreast with the times, we 
must have a better building. Do not let us say that 
what was good enough for us is good enough for our 
children. 

FINANCES. 

It takes money to support our schools and to rank 
them with those of other towns. Teachers must be 
paid and good teachers demand high wages. Fuel, 
school apparatus etc., costs money. Some bills left over 
from last year have been paid. It seemed best to open 
a school in the Kimball district. for the fall term, and 
we do not see any other way but to continue a school in 
that section of the town. The present location of the 
school-house there is not desirable, and something will 
have to be done. ‘This will increase expenses. 

We are not well satisfied with the present course of 
study in our High School and would consider that some 
changes could be made with profit, but this cannot be 
done unless an assistant can be secured and this cannot 
be unless the appropriation for schools is increased or 
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some of the outside schools can be closed. Let us not 
be too ‘‘close” about this matter of dollars and cents, 
but consider that money thus invested is well invested 
and brings good interest in return. Well did a dis- 
tinguished writer say that money spent in education is 
better than money put into the bank. The welfare of 
our beloved nation depends upon the way that the youth 
of today are trained in our schools. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The Board of Education are always glad to welcome 
any suggestions which anyone may desire to make to 
them and to treat them with due respect. In this way 
a mutual benefit is obtained. In the matter of criticisms, 
cannot they be best made to the Board of Education, 
that we may judge as to the fairness of the criticism 
and profit by it ourselves? We would suggest that the 
free use of the town hall be granted to the schools, not 
only for the closing exercises but for any other worthy 
object in connection with them. 

Let us do all that we can to assist the teachers in the 
discharge of their duties. When they come to our town 
let us early get acquainted with them, invite them to 
our homes and, whenever we can justly do so, offer a 
few words of commendation. Shall we look for flaws 
in their manner of conducting our schools, or seek after 
praiseworthy deeds? When we consider that many of 
them are overworked and we think that they must bear 
with patience for six hours a day with children of vastly 
different natures, and many of these destitute of the 
proper training at home, can we blame them if at times 
their patience gets down to the low water mark. Let 
us teach our children, at home, good morals, purity of 
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thought and speech, honesty, truthfulness, good behav- 
iour, obedience, temperance and all things necessary 
for good citizenship, and thereby we shall be doing 
lasting benefit to the rising generation and our schools 
will accomplish greater results than heretofore.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NEW 
SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


= + B04 


At the annual meeting of the school district of Wil- 
ton, March 18th, 1893, the following vote was passed, 
‘that a committee of three be appointed by the Chair, 
to act with the Board of Education, to get plans on the 
basis of not less than two hundred pupils, price of loca- 
tion, estimates of cost of building, with all the informa- 
tion possible, and to have an article inserted in the 
warrant for the next annual school meeting, in order 
that the town may vote upon the question intelligently, 
and that they report their doings, and that they be 
printed in the next town report.” D. E. Proctor, H. L. 
Emerson and J. Driscoll were appointed said committee. 

The Committee, in connection with the Board of 
Education, having attended to the duties assigned them, 
respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


The most desirable lot examined is owned by the 
heirs of Dr. J. Fleeman, Mrs. P. Putnam and Mrs. C. 
Sheldon, on Forest St., opposite D. Whiting & Sons’ 
mill-pond. No price can be given, as the commitee 
could not procure one, the parties not wishing to sell. 
Another lot examined by your committee is located 
on the corner of Prince and Tremont Sts., a few rods

off from Maple St., owned by Messrs H. A. and 
G. O. Whiting, and which we consider a very desirable 
lot for a school building. Another lot opposite, on the 
north side of Tremont St., was also examined. The 
Messrs. Whiting generously offer to give either of the 
last named lots (as they may elect) to the town of Wil- 
ton, subject to certain conditions as to use and style of 
building, fencing etc. Either of the lots mentioned in 
this report can be easily drained and the buildings sup- 
plied with pure running water, whieh is a matter of the 
utmost importance. 

Plans have been procured of a school-house recently 
built at West Lebanon, N. H., containing four school- 
rooms, with rooms for teachers, closets for books, a 
recitation room and ample stairways. Cost of build- 
ing, $8,400; furniture, $550. Size of building, 50 x 50, 
with tower 12x 20. Two plans were also procured 
from Dow & Randlett, architects, Concord, N. H., of 
larger buildings containing five rooms and accommo- 
dating a greater number of pupils. Estimated to cost 
from ten to fifteen thousand dollars. These estimates 
are for a substantial brick building, with granite founda- 
tion and trimmings. Your committee would recommend 
no other kind. 

In closing, the committee beg leave to say that, under 
the vote passed, no deczded action could be taken. It is 
hoped that at the coming town meeting a committee 
will be chosen and authorized to procure a lot, decide 
upon a suitable plan and contract for the erection of the 
much needed new school-house; and that the town will 
raise and appropriate money for the same.
